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THE  DEPARTMENT 


The  study  of  religion  offers  useful  preparation  for  participation  in  a religiously 
diverse  world.  As  an  inquiry  into  an  important  dimension  of  human  experience  it  is  in- 
trinsically valuable  and  satisfying;  it  also  prepares  students  for  a wide  range  of  ca- 
reers (e.g.  social  work,  law,  politics  from  the  local  to  the  international  level,  teaching, 
medicine,  leadership  in  religious  organizations).  The  academic  study  of  religion,  com- 
bined with  appropriate  language  preparation,  can  also  lead  to  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  in  the  growing  number  of  universities  offering  advanced  graduate 
degrees  in  the  field. 

Historically,  the  academic  study  of  religion  has  taken  a variety  of  forms,  each 
with  its  own  rationale.  The  department  identifies  itself  with  a model  in  which  the  major 
religious  traditions  (e.g.  Buddhism,  Christianity,  Hinduism,*  Islam,  Judaism)  are  studied 
within  the  context  of  comparative  study.  We  employ  a variety  of  approaches  or  methods 
(e.g.  historical,  textual,  philosophical,  social  scientific)  and  encourage  diversity  of 
method  without  sacrificing  specialized  skills  and  training. 

The  diversity  which  characterizes  this  model  is  reflected  in  the  variety  of  courses 
offered  or  crosslisted  by  the  Department,  and  by  the  wide  range  of  training  and 
expertise  of  our  faculty.  Valuable  curriculum  and  staff  resources  within  a number  of 
cognate  departments  complement  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  Religious  Studies  curriculum,  enriched  by  the  contribution  of  cognate  depart- 
ments, is  organized  into  five  major  streams  (i.e.  Religions  West;  Religions  East;  Scrip- 
tures; Religion,  Ethics  and  Society;  and  Philosophy  of  Religion),  each  providing  the  basis 
for  Specialist  and  Major  Programmes.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Department  participates 
in  Joint  Specialist  Programmes  in  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies  and  (new  in  1986-87) 
in  History  and  Religious  Studies,  as  well  as  in  a number  of  programmes  sponsored  by 
other  departments  and  by  Colleges  (see  the  Arts  and  Science  Calendar  listings  for  Asian 
Religion  and  Philosophy;  Catholic  Studies;  Christianity  and  Culture;  Cinema  Studies; 
Jewish  Studies;  Korean  Studies;  Medieval  Studies;  Medicine,  Morality  and  the  Law;  Middle 
East  and  Islamic  Studies;  Renaissance  Studies;  Science  and  Technology  Studies;  Sociol- 
ogy; South  Asian  Religion  and  Philosophy;  Women’s  Studies). 


ACADEMIC  COUNSELLING 

For  Academic  Counselling  see  any  faculty  member  listed  on  the  inside  back  cover 
or  any  of  the  Department  officers.  The  Undergraduate  Secretary  is  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  academic  counselling  and  should  be  consulted  whenever  you  need  ap- 
proval of  a programme.

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DEPARTMENT  STRUCTURE 


The  following  information  may  prove  useful  for  students  who  wish  to  make 
suggestions  for  improving  the  department’s  policy  or  curriculum: 

1.  The  Department’s  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairman,  Associate 
Chairman  and  Undergraduate  Secretary.  It  is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  operation 
of  the  Department,  and  for  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  departmental  policy 
after  due  consultation  with  the  other  bodies  listed  below.  Inquiries  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Committee  through  the  Chairman  of  the  department. 

2.  The  Senior  Committee,  composed  of  the  above-mentioned  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  plus  the  Discipline  Representatives  from  various  Colleges  (listed  on 
page  2),  the  Director  of  the  Graduate  Centre  for  Religious  Studies,  and  others  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Chairman,  is  an  advisory  body  on  matters  of  policy  and  personnel. 
Inquiries  may  be  addressed  to  the  Committee  through  the  Chairman  of  the  department. 

3.  The  Curriculum  Committee  is  made  up  of  the  Executive,  several  faculty  members 
representing  various  areas  of  study  within  the  department,  and  a number  of  student 
members  (usually  three)  named  by  the  Religious  Studies  Students’  Union.  It  is 
responsible  for  courses,  programmes  of  study,  the  publication  of  the  Handbook  and 
other  information  of  use  to  students  and  faculty,  and  policy  recommendations  on  matters 
affecting  the  curriculum.  Inquiries  may  be  addressed  to  its  chairman,  the  Associate 
Chairman  of  the  Department.  Students  interested  in  serving  on  the  Curriculum  Commit- 
tee should  make  their  wishes  known  to  the  executive  of  the  Religious  Studies  Students' 
Union. 

4.  The  Faculty  of  the  department  meets  as  a committee  of  the  whole,  usually  two 
or  three  times  a year,  to  review  and  approve  the  actions  of  the  committees  listed  above. 

GRADUATE  STUDY 

Graduate  study  in  Religious  Studies  is  available  at  many  universities.  Students 
considering  graduate  studies  are  very  strongly  encouraged  to  inquire  about  language 
requirements  and  other  forms  of  academic  preparation  which  may  be  completed  as  part 
of  an  undergraduate  degree  programme  in  preparation  for  such  study.  Department  ad- 
visers will  be  glad  to  discuss  these  matters  with  you.

THE  RELIGIOUS  STUDIES  STUDENTS’  UNION 

The  Religious  Studies  Students’  Union  (R.S.S.U.)  is  designed  to  serve  the  students 
of  Religious  Studies  academically,  socially  and  politically.  Every  student  enrolled  in  a 
Religious  Studies  course  is  considered  a member.  The  R.S.S.U.  acts  as  a liaison  between 
students  and  cepartment  committees  and  officers  and  has  membership  on  the  Curriculum 
Committee.  Through  its  class  representatives,  R.S.S.U.  administers  course  evaluations 
which  are  published  annually  in  the  A.S.S.U.  "Anti-Calendar,"  thus  enabling  students  to 
choose  their  courses  more  effectively.  In  Recognition  of  the  highly  varied  constituency 
it  serves,  R.S.S.U.  also  sponsors  social  events,  lectures  and  discusions. 

The  R.S.S.U.  executive  consists  of  the  President,  the  Treasurer,  two  Social  Con- 
venors, and  an  executive  member  in  charge  of  course  evaluations.  Any  Religious  Stud- 
ies student  may  run  for  these  positions;  elections  are  held  late  in  the  second  term.

PROGRAMMES  IN  RELIGIOUS  STUDIES 


General  Information 

- The  Department  offers  Specialist,  Major  and  Minor  programmes,  as  well  as  Joint  Spe- 
cialist Programmes  in  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies  and  (beginning  in  this  year, 
1986-87)  in  History  and  Religious  Studies. 

- NOTE  that  Specialists  and  Majors  must  register  with  the  Department  and  submit  their 
course  selections  to  the  department  for  review  annually.  You  should  consult  a faculty 
adviser  before  doing  so.  Forms  for  this  purpose  are  available  at  the  department  office. 

- Specialists  way  substitute  up  to  two,  and  Majors  one,  non-REL  course  crosslisled  by 
this  department  from  among  the  offerings  of  cognate  disciplines  toward  their  programme 
requirements;  Joint  Specialists  may  substitute  one  such  coarse  with  the  permission  of 
their  programme  advisor.  For  a listing  of  such  approved  courses,  see  page  30.

SPECIALIST 

The  Specialist  programme  consists  of  9 courses  in  a 20-courBe  degree  programme  and 
must  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

First  or  second  year: 

REL220Y/REL100Y(E)/HUMB28Y(S) 

Higher  years:  An  additional  8 approved  courses: 

. 4 must  be  in  the  300+series,  including  at  least  1 in  the  400  series; 

. 2 may  be  courses  related  to  Religious  Studies  but  given  by 
other  departments  or  Colleges; 

. course  selection  must  ensure  that  more  than  one  religious  tradition  is  studied; 

. course  selection  must  also  ensure  the  application  of  the  major  types  of 
method  (historical,  philosophical,  social  scientific)  employed  in  the 
study  of  religion. 

Course  selection  must  ensure  that,  of  a student’s  9 courses,  at  least  5 develop  depth 
and  focus  of  study  in  one  area  of  specialization  such  as:  Religions  of  the  West;  Religions 
of  the  East;  Scriptures;  Religion,  Ethics  and  Society;  Philosophy  and  Psychology  of  Reli- 
gion. 

There  are  other  possible  areas  of  specialization;  students  should  consult  a faculty 
adviser  or  the  Undergraduate  Secretary  to  determine  the  feasibility  and  the  availability 
of  faculty  for  constructing  an  individualized  programme  before  submitting  a proposal  to 
the  Department  for  approval. 
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JOINT  SPECIALIST 


Two  Joint  Specialist  Programmes  are  available: 

I.  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies.  Advisor:  Prof.  Michael  Vertin 

The  Joint  Specialist  programme  in  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies  consists  of  14 
courses  in  a 20-course  degree  programme  and  must  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

. six  PHL  or  PHI  courses  (at  least  2 at  the  300+level); 

. six  REL  courser,  including  REL220Y/REL100Y(E)/HUMB28Y(S)  (at  least  2 at  the 
300+level); 

. two  additional  courses  from  either  department. 

II.  History  and  Religious  Studies.  Advisor:  Prof.  William  J.  Callahan 

(NEW  PROGRAMME,  1986) 

The  Joint  Specialist  programme  in  History  and  Religious  Studies  consists  of  14  courses 
in  a 20-course  degree  programme  (6  in  each  subject,  plus  2 additional  courses  from  ei- 
ther department)  and  must  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

History. 

First  Year:  At  least  1 100-  or  200-series  HIS  course;  100-series  courses  are  strongly 
recommended. 

Higher  years:  Additional  HIS  courses  to  a total  of  from  6 to  8,  from  at  least  two  of  the 
following  areas  of  study:  a)  American  b)  Asian,  African,  Latin  American  c)  British  d) 
Canadian  e)  East  European  and  Russian  f)  European  g)  Medieval.  The  following  re- 
quirements must  be  fulfilled: 

1.  At  least  2 300-400  series  courses  must  be  taken. 

2.  At  least  one  course  must  cover  a period  prior  to  1815. 

Religious  Studies: 

First  or  Second  Year:  REL  220Y. 

Second  and  Higher  years:  Additional  REL  courses  to  a total  of  from  6 to  8,  with  a con- 
centration of  at  least  three  courses  in  a particular  tradition  (such  as  Buddhism,  Chris- 
tianity, Hinduism,  Islam,  Judaism)  or  in  Religions  of  the  West  or  Religions  of  the  East. 
The  following  requirements  must  be  fulfilled: 

1.  At  least  2 300-400  series  courses  must  be  taken. 

2.  Course  selection  must  ensure  that  more  than  one  religious  tradition  is  studied 
(beyond  the  work  in  REL  220Y). 


MAJOR 

The  Major  programme  is  designed  to  concentrate  on  one  religious  tradition,  on  a 
comparative  study  of  traditions,  or  on  an  area  such  as  suggested  above.  The  Major 
programme  consists  of  5 courses  in  a 15-  or  20-course  degree  programme  and  must  ful- 
fill the  following  requirements: 

First  or  second  year: 

REL220Y/REL100Y(E)/HUMB28Y(S) 

Higher  years:  An  additional  4 approved  courses: 

. 2 must  be  in  the  300+series; 

. 1 may  be  a course  related  to  Religious  Studies  given  by  another  department  or  Col- 

lege. 

MINOR 

The  Minor  programme  consists  of  3 REL  courses,  among  which  REL220Y/ 
REL100Y(E)/IIUMB28Y(S)  is  strongly  recommended.  While  not  required  to  do  so,  students 
intending  to  Minor  in  Religious  Studies  are  strongly  encouraged  to  consult  with  a 
faculty  advisor  and  to  register  with  the  department. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  AWARDS 


In  addition  to  the  numerous  general  excellence  scholarships  and  awards  available  to 
students  in  all  disciplines,  the  following  are  designated  exclusively  for  students  in  Reli- 
gious Studies.  Students  do  not  apply  for  these  awards;  they  are  considered  automati- 
cally if  their  marks  warrant  it. 

Departmental 

The  McNab  Scholarships  in  Religious  Studies: 

. An  approximately  $400  scholarship  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  to 
the  student,  either  full-time  or  part-time,  who  has  completed  a specialist  programme  in 
Religious  Studies  and  who  has  the  highest  average  in  at  least  three  Religious  Studies 
courses  (full  course  or  their  equivalents)  taken  in  the  fourth  year. 

. An  approximately  $200  scholarship  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  to 
the  student,  either  full-time  or  part-time,  who  has  demonstrated  outstanding  achieve- 
ment and  whose  programme  in  third  year  includes  at  least  three  courses  in  Religious 
Studies. 

. See  below  for  Erindale  College. 

. For  all  three  of  the  above  awards  an  A-  average  is  required. 

. The  department  offers  two  essay  prizes  of  $50  each.  The  Geoffrey  and  Peter  Kinney 
prize  is  awarded  for  the  best  essay  submitted  in  a third  or  fourth  year  course;  a de- 
partmental prize  is  awarded  for  the  best  essay  submitted  in  a first  or  second  year 
course. 

Erindalo  College 

. The  McNab  Scholarship  is  $200  awarded  to  the  outstanding  student  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year,  full-  or  part-time,  in  a Specialist  or  Major  Programme  in  Religious  Studies. 

St.  Michael’s  College 

. Two  Brent-Coughlin  in-course  awards  of  $750  each, 

. Two  Fdosemond  Farrell  in-course  awards  of  $600  each, 

. University  of  St.  Michael’s  College  Foundation  awards,  recently  ranging  from  $300  to

Like  other  religious  studies  offer- 
ings this  course  makes  no  presuppositions 
about  the  student’s  personal  religious 
stance,  if  any.  It  is  intended  simply  to 
help  the  student  develop  an  understand- 
ing of  (i)  certain  basic  Christian  beliefs 
and  (ii)  the  principles  of  religious  studies 
in  general  and  of  Christian  studies  in 
particular.  Its  controlling  viewpoint  is 
systematic  rather  than  historical,  and 
readings  are  selected  from  the  New  Tes- 
tament and  from  other  classical  and  mod- 
ern texts  of  the  Christian  tradition. 

Required  texts:  tba. 

Evaluation:  one  paper  and  an  exami- 
nation are  required  each  term.

An  introduction  to  the  formation  and 
development  of  Christianity  as  seen 
through  the  New  Testament  (and  other 
early  Christian  texts)  and  within  the  con- 
text of  the  environments  in  which  Chris- 
tianity first  arose  and  grew.  This  course 
aims  at  developing  a historically  critical 
understanding  of  Christian  origins,  and 
fostering  basic  historical,  theological,  and 
textual-interpretive  techniques. 

The  course  is  meant  to  be  a useful 
foundation  to  any  further  studies  in 
Christian  history,  theology,  or  religious 
thought;  to  studies  in  the  Hebrew  and  the 
Christian  scriptures;  and  to  studies  in 
comparative  religion.  Substantive  atten- 
tion to  forms  of  Jewish  and  Hellenistic 
Greek  religion,  and  to  the  religious  his- 
tory of  the  eastern  Mediterranean  world, 
make  the  course  relevant  to  other  pro- 
grams as  well. 

No  particular  background  is  pre- 
sumed. Readings  are  mainly  of  primary 
texts  (Biblical,  intertestamental,  Rabbinical, 
Hermetic,  etc.),  guided  by  lectures  and 
examined  in  discussions. 

Term  work  will  consist  of  minor 
written  exercises  and  an  in-class  exam  in 
the  first  term,  and  brief  papers  and  an 
in-class  exam  in  the  second  term.

Nineteenth-  and  twentieth-century 
trends  toward  secularization  and  Western- 
ization, and  the  response  of  the  ulama 
(the  religious  classes)  and  of  the  "man  in 
the  street"  in  Egypt,  Iran,  Pakistan,  and 
Turkey.  Attempts  by  Muslim  intellectuals 
to  adapt  Islam  to  secular  politics  and 
systems  of  law. 
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The  first  half  of  the  course  will  be 
devoted  to  a study  of  the  normative  Is- 
lamic tradition.  The  three  principal  as- 
pects of  Islam:  religion;  religious  law; 

and  community  and  state,  will  be  examined 
in  order  to  identify  the  problems  facing 
Islamic  modernists.  In  each  case,  works 
of  Muslim  theologians,  philosophers  and 
men  of  letters  will  be  studied  to  see  how 
Muslims  are  dealing  with  these  problems.

2)  to  reach  an  accurate  understanding  of 
the  theological  issues  that  divided 
Catholics  and  Protestants  at  the  time  of 
the  Reformation;  3)  to  discover  how  the 
ecumenical  dialogue  of  the  20th  century 
has  been  systematically  overcoming  the 
doctrinal  obstacles  to  Christian  unity;  4) 
to  Bketch  the  outline  of  a church  in  which 
all  Christians  can  live  in  communication 
with  one  another;  5)  to  relate  Christian 
unity  to  the  unity  of  the  human  race.

THEOLOGY  OF  GRACE  AND  FREEDOM  IN  FILM 


H.  W.  Richardson 


Selected  films  of  Ingmar  Bergman  will  be  compared  with  films  of  his  great 
predecessor,  Carl  Dreyer,  to  see  how  an  artist  portrays  how  grace  impinges  on 
the  order  of  nature  and  human  freedom. 

The  films  include  "Smiles  of  a Summer  Night,"  "The  Magic  Flute,"  "The 
Magician,"  "The  Seventh  Seal,"  "Winter  Light,"  and  "Cries  and  Whispers,"  all  by 
Bergman;  and  "Day  of  Wrath,"  "The  Passion  of  Joan  of  Arc,"  and  "Ordet,"  by 
Dreyer.

This  course  examines  the  bases  for  making  moral'  judgments — reason  and 
experience  (the  natural  law  tradition)  and  revelation.  We  shall  study  the 
relationship  between  religion  and  morality;  the  moral  subject  as  endowed  with 
freedom  of  conscience  and  at  the  same  time  subject  to  the  Church’s  claim  to  be 
moral  teacher;  and  contemporary  notions  of  the  nature  of  sin  and  the 
absoluteness  of  negative  concrete  moral  norms.

The  evolution  of  papal  and  episcopal  social  doctrine  from  Leo  XIII  through  John 
Paul  II.  Formulation  of  Catholic  social  teaching  by  Leo  XIII  under  the  influence 
of  19th  century  Social  Catholicism  as  the  Catholic  Church’s  response  to  modern 
social  developments.  Development  of  Catholic  social  teaching  by  John  XXIII, 
Vatican  II  and  recent  popes.  Decentralization  of  the  Church  by  Vatican  II  and 
the  emergence  of  national  and  regional  bishops’  conferences  which  apply  Catholic 
social  teaching  to  concrete  conditions  of  their  societies.  Episcopal  social  teaching 
in  Canada,  the  USA,  Latin  America  and  other  third  world  countries. 

Required  texts:  D.  Dorr,  The  Option  for  the  Poor  (Maryknole,  N.Y.:  Orbis 

Books);  G.  Baum,  D.  Cameron,  Ethics  and  Economics  (Toronto:  Lorimer).

REL  326S  CARL  JUNG'S  THEORY  OF  RELIGION 


Jung’s  analysis  of  the  development  of  the  personality  through  its  life  cycle,  and 
of  the  central  place  which  religion  holds  within  the  process  of  maturation.  A 
study  of  the  unconscious,  the  collective  unconscious,  dreams,  myths,  symbols  and 
archetypes;  and  the  implications  of  Jung’s  theories  for  religious  thought,  therapy, 
education  and  definitions  of  community.

An  investigation  of  Zen  both  in  terms  of  its  traditional  religious  claims  and  its 
current  influence  in  the  Western  world.  The  early  roots  of  Zen  in  relation  to 
other  schools  of  Buddhism  and  concentration  on  its  contemporary  interpretation 
especially  in  the  works  of  D.T.  Suzuki.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  the 
association  between  Zen  and  the  arts  in  Japanese  culture  as  one  illustration  of 
the  role  of  the  aesthetic  in  the  religious  life.  The  religious  insights  of  Zen  are 
compared  and  contrasted  with  other  major  religious  and  philosophical 
interpretations  of  truth. 

Religious  studies  specialists  in  World  Religions,  Religion,  Ethics  and  Society 
or  those  in  the  joint  programme  in  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies  should  find 
this  course  of  particular  interest. 

Readings  will  include:  H.  Dumoulin,  A History  of  Zen  Buddhism ; the  works 

of  D.T.  Suzuki,  especially  Zen  Buddhism  (Anchor  Edition)  and  Zen  and  Japanese 
Culture ; P.  Kapleau,  Three  Pillars  of  Zen  and  Down  in  the  West. 

Evaluation:  One  major  essay  and  in-class  test.

Comparative  references  will  be  made 
to  the  modern  ecumenical  state  of  the  questions  at  issue. 

Emphasis  of  the  seminar  is  on  reading  and  discussion  of  texts.

Two  key  episodes  in  the  development  of  Western  Christian  thought,  as 
represented  by  the  work  of  two  major  theologians,  one  from  the  patristic  age  and 
the  other  from  the  mediaeval  period. 

The  emphasis  of  the  course  is  on  the  reading  and  discussion  of  basic  texts, 
rather  than  on  exploring  secondary  materials  or  attempting  a survey.  Class 
periods  will  be  as  informal  as  possible. 

Evaluation  will  be  based  on  class  performance,  plus  a written  term  paper.

The  course  will  presuppose  knowledge  of  Paul's  letters,  and  the  picture  provided 
there  of  Paul’s  behaviour  and  beliefs.  Against  that  background  it  will  study  the 
pictures  of  Paul  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  the  Pastoral  Epistles,  the  Acts  of 
Paul  and  Thekla  (perhaps  including  the  Acts  of  Andrew  and  Paul,  the  Acts  of 
Peter  and  Paul),  and  the  Apostolic  Fathers.  In  the  light  of  these  examinations 
the  course  will  enable  students  to  assess  developments  in  Paul's  reputation  and 
role.

The  Aryan  myth  and  its  genesis  in  modern  Europe;  pre-modern  antecedents 
(ethnocentrism,  race-thinking  before  racism,  etc.);  the  roots  of  racism  in 
alienation,  imperialism,  nationalism,  class  conflict,  Social  Darwinism,  religious 
mythology;  racism  as  a religion  and  anti-religion;  the  death  and  rebirth  of  racism 
since  World  War  II. 

This  course  examines  one  of  the  powerful  quasi-religions  of  our  age  by 
exploring  its  roots  in  the  intellectual  and  cultural  history  of  the  West.  It  should 
be  of  interest  to  specialists  in  Religion,  Ethics  and  Society  as  well  as  to  students 
of  modern  society  in  general. 

Reading:  G.L.  Mosse,  Toward  the  Final  Solution. 

Evaluation  is  based  on  one  essay  and  one  seminar  presentation.

The  role  of  technology  within  various  projections  of  global  economic 
developments.  Assumptions  about  human  life  and  nature  implicit  in  such 

projections.  The  ethical  and  religious  implications  of  such  issues  as  the  energy 
crisis,  modernization  of  the  third  world,  expansion  of  multinational  corporations, 
the  nuclear  arms  race,  environmental  pollution. 

Evaluation:  one  book  report  (20  percent);  one  major  essay  (35  percent);  one 
test  (20  percent);  class  participation  (25  percent).

REL  319S  LIFE  AND  LETTERS  OF  PAUL 

2L:  W 7-9 

ERIN  M.  Desjardins 

An  examination  of  Paul’s  letters,  the  sources  of  his  thought,  and  the  theological 
and  world  views  that  emerge.  Each  letter  will  be  treated  as  a separate  literary 
event,  and  its  meaning  sought  through  its  structure  (how  the  letter  was  written) 
and  its  epistolary  situation  (why  the  letter  was  written).  Also  included  will  be  a 
discussion  of  some  major  critical  studies  on  Paul. 

Required  texts:  The  Bible  (RSV);  W.  Meeks,  The  Writings  of  St.  Paul. 

Recommended  text:  C.  Roetzel,  The  Letters  of  Paul. 

Evaluation:  This  is  a seminar  course.  Marks  will  be  based  on  participation 
and  2 one-hour  presentations.

REL  362S  EVOLUTION  AND  MODERN  MAN:  A CHRISTIAN  INTERPRETATION

ERIN  - L.  Trafford 

The  thought  of  Teilhard  de  Chardin  as  a Christian  interpretation  of  evolutionary 
theory.  Concepts  of  personalizing  universe,  energetics  of  evolution,  building  the 
earth,  evil,  hope.  The  relevance  of  Teilhard  de  Chardin  for  the  twentieth 
century. 

Readings  include:  Teilhard  de  Chardin,  The  Phenomenon  of  Man  and  the 

Divine  Milieu.  Recommended  preparatory  reading:  W.H.  Kenney,  A Path  Through 

Teilhard* s Phenomenon ; C.  Tresmontant,  Pierre  Teilhard  de  Chardin:  His  Thought.
